LITTLE ROCK (AP)-A two- 


year budget submitted Monday 
by the state Board of Educa- 
tion calls for $10 million a year 
raises in each of the next two 
years. 


The budget, Involving only 


state funds, comes to $241,609,- 
724, and is based on an antici- 
pated tax increase. The board 
asked for Increases in nearly 
all operations for which it is 
responsible. 


Instead 
of the $82,330,515 


budgeted for teachers salaries 
this year, which includes the 
second installment of the $500 
teacher salary raises voted last 
year, the new budget recom- 
mends $92,550,151 next year and 
$102,550,151 the second year of 
the 1969-70 biennium. 


The textbook aid allocation 


would be raised from the cur- 
rent $1.5 million to $1.8 million 
next year and $2 million in 1970. 
Transportation 
aid would be 


raised from the present $7,100,- 
714 to $8,875,000 over the two 
year period. 


State contribution to Teacher 


Retirement Program would be 
raised from $7.7 million to $8.3 
million next year and to $8.9 
million in the second year. 


Education Department salar-

Under the Soldiers' and 
Sailors' Civil Relief Act he may be 
relieved of all sorts of obligations 
—from 
installment contracts to 


mortgages, from leases to taxes. 


The purpose of the Act is to 


protect the serviceman from undue 
financial pressures, partly out of 
•concern for him as an individual, 
partly out of concern for military 
morale. 


The Act does not go so far as 


to wipe out his obligations. If it 
did. merchants would be leery of 
giving credit to anyone subject to 
the draft.

By and large, the relief to be 


granted lies within the discretion of 
the court. As a rule a court will not 
help a serviceman whose troubles 
are not really due to his military 
status. Thus: 


A furniture dealer went to court 


to repossess some furniture from a 
soldier, The soldier promptly ob- 
jected, claiming the protection of 
the Civil Relief Act. However, it 
turned out that he had defaulted 
on his payments long before join- 
ing the Army. Furthermore, he was 
earning as much money as a soldier 
as he had as a civilian. 


Under these circumstances, the 


court decided to let the dealer take 
back his furniture. 


On the other hand, a GI will 


usually be protected if his problem 
is service-connected, even though 
this means shifting some of the 
burden onto his creditor. 


In one case a soldier was named 


defendant in a damage suit growing 
out of a pre-induciion auto acci- 
dent. Although the soldier was 
unable to appear in court, the plain- 
tiff insisted that the trial should go 
ahead anyhow—since the soldiw 
could present his defense by writ- 
ten deposition.

(9) "Retailer" means any 
person, 
other than a processor, a dairy farm- 
er-processor, an Institution, a whole- 
sale distributor, or a retail distributor, 
who sells milk products or frozen dairy 
products to consumers at a fixed 
business location. 


(10) "Wholesale Price" means the 
price at which any milk product or 
frozen dairy product Is purchased by a 
retailer who accepts delivery at the 
location where such product Is resold 
to consumers. 
(11) "Marketing Area" means that 
geographical portion of the State of

which minimum 
prices established by the Commission 
shall be uniform.

B. TERMS OF MEMBERS 
The Initial five members appointed to 
the Commission shall determine by lot 
which one shall serve for a two year 
term, which one shall serve for a three 
year term, which one shall serve for a 
four year term, which one shall serve 
for a five year term and which one shall 
serve for a six year term. The terms of 
alt members appointed upon the expira- 
tion of the first terms of each of the 
members first appointed shall bo five 
(6) years. In the event of a vacancy on 
the Commission because of the death 
of a member, or his Inability to act, or 
similar causes, the Governor shall ap- 
point a successor for the remainder of 
the term of the member whose office Is 
vacant. If the vacancy is occasioned by 
expiration of a term the Governor shall . 
appoint a successor. In either event; 
the nersons appointed shall meet the 
qualifications and restrictions set forth 
tn Subsection A of this Section, so that 
the composition and representation of 
the Commission shall not be changed. 
C. COMPENSATION OF MEMBERS 
Members of the Commission shall re- 
ceive Twenty Dollars (120.00) per day 
for each day spent In attending meet- 
ings of the Commission, and In pprfrm- 
Ing such duties as may be required of 
them by law or by the rules of practice 
or regulations of the Commission, and 
shall receive reimbursement 
for such 
actual and necessary expenses as are 
Incurred In the performance 
of such 


official duties. 
D. MEETINGS AND QUORUM 
The members of the Commission shall 
annually elect a Chairman and a Vice- 
Chairman at the first meeting of the 
Commission, The Chairman shall preside 
at 
all Commission meetings, 
except 
when the Chairman Is not present, at 
which time the Vice-Chairman shall pre- 
side at meetings of the Commission. 
The date, time and place of the first 
meeting of the Commission shall be 
fixed by the Governor, Thereafter the 
convening of the Commission shall be 
determined by a quorum of the Com- 
mission, or by Commission rule; pro- 
vided, nothing shall prohibit the conven- 
ing of the Commission at any time at 
the call of the Chairman or Vice-Chair- 
man when either believes that circum- 
stances warrant the convening of the 
Commission, Three (3) members of the 
Commission shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business of the 
Commission. Any action by the Commis- 
sion which Involves the exercise of a 
quasi-legislative 
function 
or an ad- 
Judlcatory function of the Commission 
shall require the affirmative vote of a 
majority of all members of the Commis- 
sion. All other actions of the Commis- 
sion may be taken upon the majority 
vote of a quorum of the Commission 
present. 


E. OFFICE OF THE COMMISSION 
The Commission shall have Its princi- 
pal office in Little Rock, Arkansas. 
SECTION 5— EMPLOYEES OF T H E 
COMMISSION 
The Commission shall employ an ex- 
ecutive director and such assistants 
and employees, permanent and tempo- 
rary, as may be necessary to carry out 
the duties and responsibilities of the 
Commission under the provisions of this 
Act. 
The commission shall determine 
the qualifications, duties and compen- 
sation of such employees. Employees of 
the Commission shall be reimbursed for 
their expenses In accordance with rules 
established by the Commission. The 
Commission shall employ a licensed 
attorney of the State of Arkansas as Its 
chief counsel. Such attorney may serve 
on a full-time basis. The Commission 
may obtain the services of such addi- 
tional attorney at It deems necessary. 
The Commission may also contract 
for auditing, economic research, and 
other technical services, whenever It 
determines that such services are needed. 
SECTION 6— GENERAL, POWERS OF 
THE COMMISSION 
The Commission Is hereby declared to 
be the Instrumentality of the State of 
Arkansas for the purpose of administer- 
ing the provisions of this Act and of 
executing the legislative Intent herein 
expressed- The Commission Is hereby 
delegated the power to supervise, In- 
vestigate. and regulate the dairy In- 
dustry engaged 
in the 
business of 
processing, manufacturing, storing, dis- 
tributing, and selling milk products and 
frozen dairy products In the State of 
Arkansas- However, such power shall 
not extend to health regulations. 
The Commission may upon complaint, 
or upon Its own motion. Investlcate.

other action as it may deem necessary 
to exercise the authority and perform 
the duties delegated to, or imposed uron, 
the Commission by this Act. In the 
course of the Commission's Investiga- 
tions. studies, hearlnes. or other action, 
any member or authorized renresentn- 
tive of the Commission may administer 
oaths and max Interrogate witnesses un- 
der oath. Anv investigation, hearing, 
study, or enforcement action by the 
Commission shall be conducted In com- 
pliance with aU Applicable provisions of 
this Act.

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SECTION 7-COMM1SSION, AUTHORI-

The Commission, or any of Its au- 
thorized 
representatives, 
shall 
have 
access to, and may enter at all reason- 
able hours, all places In the State or 
out of the State operated by licensees 
Where raw milk, milk products or frozen 
dairy products are produced, stored, 
processed, manufactured, frozen, distrib- 
uted, or sold, or where the licensee 
maintains books, papers, accounts, rec- 
ords, or other documents related to such 
activities. The Commission or any of Its 
authorized representatives may Inspect, 
photograph, photostat or otherwise copy 
any of such books, papers, records, 
accounts, or documents and audit the 
same, all for the purpose of determining 
whether or not the provisions of this 
Act and of any lawful regulations and 
stabilization plans of the Commission 
are being complied with. 
The Commission, or any of Its au- 
thorized representatives, shall also have 
authority to Inspect, and make copies 
of, books, papers, records, accounts or 
other documents of persons doing busi- 
ness with licensees as to transactions 
affecting such business. 
Any Information gained by the Com- 
mission or Its representatives through 
such entry, Inspection, or Investigation 
shall be treated as confidential by the 
Commission and Its representatives and 
shall he used only for the administra- 
tion of this Act. 
Any member or representative of the 
Commission who shall dlvulpe any In- 
formation secured while a representa- 
tive of the Commission, except when 
called upon to testify In any duly called 
or noticed proceedings before the Com- 
mission, or In proceedings In any court 
wherein the Commission Is a partv, 
shall be guilty of a. misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction shall he fined not less

B. LICENSES REQUIRED 
Each dairy-farmer processor, proces-

obtain a license from the Commission 
for each plant, retail outlet or other 
place of business operated by such li- 
censee. If one person performs at a 
single business location two or more 
licensed functions under this Act, such 
as that of processor and retailer, such ,, 
'person shall;'obtain'a license, 'from^tne. 
Commission for each such function. A 
retailer 
operating vending machines 
shall be required to obtain only one It- 
cense for all'such machines. Person* 
not having a fixed place of business In 
Arkansas, but who make sales of milk 
products or frozen dairy products, In the 
State of Arkansas shall also be required 
to obtain a license from the Commission. 
It shall be unlawful for any person to 
have, receive, or deal In milk products, 
or frozen dairy products, as a broker, 
factor, or consignee for any license un- 
less such person has the same type of 
license as the licensee for whom such 
person acts. No person or licensee shall 
take any action with respect to milk 
products, or 'frozen dairy products, If 
he has reason to believe that the trans- 
action In such products is In violation of 
the provisions of this Act, 
C. LICENSE APPLICATIONS 
Applications for licenses or renew- 
als thereof shall be made on forms 
prepared and furnished by the Commis- 
sion. A fee of One Dollar (11.00) shall 
be paid to the Commission for each 
license. A retailer operating more than 
one place of business may apply in a 
single application for licenses for all 
such places of business. The Commis- 
sion shall require the applicant for a 
license to set out In the application 
such facts concerning the applicant, and 
the nature of the business that the ap- 
plicant proposes to conduct, as the Com- 
mission deems necessary for the admin- 
istration of this Act. Licenses Issued 
hereunder by the Commission shall ex- 
pire one year from the date of issuance. 
Applications for renewal of such licenses 
shall be made annually at least 90 days 
prior to said expiration date. All initial 
applications for licenses shall be made 
within fiO days after the effective date 
of this Act. 


Each application for a license or for a 
renewal of a licensee shall have Included 
thereon an affidavit form to be executed 
by the chief executive officer, any of- 
ficer specifically authorized to sign, or 
owner or officer of each processing plant 
making application In a form to be 
determined by the Commission stating 
In effect that the licensee during ensuing 
year for the first application and during 
the preceding year and the ensuing year 
for each renewal application has abided 
by and/or will abide by the provisions of 
this law and the regulation Issued by 
the Commission and pursuant thereto.

Serv- 
ice of such notice or of court process 
upon such resident agent In the manner 
prescribed by this Act, or by applicable 
rules of practice and regulations or 
orders of the Commission, shall confer 
upon the Commission or the Court Ju- 
risdiction over such person not haying 
a place of business In the State of 
Arkansas.

The use or attempted use of any 
method, device or transaction intended 
to accomplish, or having the effect of 
accomplishing, the sale or attempted 
sale or the purchase or attempted 
purchase of milk products and frozen 
dairy products at less than the mini- 
mum prices established by the Commis- 
sion pursuant to this Act for sales of 
such milk products and frozen dairy 
products, or which Is designed to cir-

The defendants, eight whites 


and six Negroes, appeared Mon- 
day at an examining trial before 
Madison County Judge Robert 
Turley in this small eastern 
Kentucky community. 


Turley ordered the men held 


In Madison County jail and to 
appear Oct. 23 before a county 
grand jury. 


The examining trial, to deter- 


mine whether there are reason- 
able grounds to hold persons for 
grand jury action, was held 
Monday in two successive ses- 
sions. The first, was for the 
white defendants, the other for 
the Negro men. 


Most of the white men say 


they are members of the Na- 
tional States' Rights party, an 
extreme right-wing group that 
says its goal is a white Christian 
America 
without 
Jews, or 


Negroes. 


The Negro defendants are res- 


idents of Berea, a community 
near Richmond. The shooting 
took place there in a vacant lot.

Only about 60 persons were 


permitted in the courtroom dur- 
ing the examining trial and 
those who e n t e r e d were 
searched for weapons. Police 
stood guard at the courtroom 
doors and outside around the 
court building. 


None of the defendants testi- 


fied. 


State trooper John Nixon said 


that one of the States' Rights 
party members told him that 
the Negroes fired first in the 10- 
minute gun battle. But another 
trooper, Homer Baker, testified 
that a Negro defendant told him 
that the white men began the 
firing. 


Nixon also testified that 14 


weapons— rifles, shotguns and 
pistols— were seized after the 
shooting stopped and the men 
were rounded up. 


Killed were Elza V, Rucker, 


30, of Lexington, Ky,, and Leno 
J. Boggs, 32, of Berea. 


Rucker was identified as a 


sergeant-at-arms for the party.

PRAGUE (AP) - Czechoslo- 


vak Premier Oldrich Cernik 
flew to Moscow today for new 
negotiations, presumably seek- 
ing help to offset the economic 
setback resulting from the So- 
viet invasion of his country.
